Work on the Buffalo Art Museum, 
the gift of Mr. J. J. Albright, is pro- 
gressing rapidly, although the art col- 
lection, now temporarily housed in the 
library building, will not be installed 
until next May, when the formal open- 
ing will take place.

Monday, December 5. It consisted of 
several hundred “thumb box” pictures 
by local and other artists, many of 
them well known, the pictures being, 
as the name indicates, no larger than 
the color boxes known as thumb boxes, 
with the qualification that the price 
shall in no case exceed twenty-five dol- 
lars. The Society hopes thus to en- 
courage an interest in art among these 
persons of moderate means who might 
otherwise themselves de- 
barred from purchasing pictures of real 
artistic value.
